MELLON'S NEPHEW MISTRIAL ORDERED 


ACCUSED OF FRAUD 


Suit Charges Evasion of 


$2,000,000 in Federal In- 


come Taxes. 


PITTSBURGH, June 14.—(/)—A 
suit charging William L, Mellon, pres- 
ident of the Gulf Oil Company and 
uephew of Andrew W. Mellon, with 
evasion of $2,000,000 in income taxes, 
was filed in federal court today. 

The action was brought by David 
A. Olson, former senate banking com- 
mittee investigator, through his coun- 
sel, Charles A. Russell, of Washing- 
ton. D, C, 

The suit alleges the nephew of the 
former secretary of the treasury omit- 
ted from income tax reports of the 
years 1926 to 1930, inclusive, 73,000 
shares of Gulf stock, valued at $8,- 
OS2.526, voted to him for services. 

As filed by Robert Anderson, an 
Altoona, Pa., attorney, acting for 
Olson and Russell, the suit asks re- 
covery of double the tax, or $4,000,000 
and a total of $10,000 in penalties. 

Olson brought the suit as a taxpay- 
er in behalf*of the government. He 
and Russell obtained data on a recent 
visit to Pittsburgh. 

Olson further asserts in the suit that 
Mellon deducted $750,000 
from income tax returns, alleging the | 
deduction was for interest paid Guf 
Oil on obligations of the president. Ol- 
son charges these obligations were 
false notes.

He was reported to 
have won the approval of President 
Roosevelt, and will announce his pol 
icy on Friday, 

Wallace and his administrators of 
the farm act today made every effort | 
to keep secret the details of their 
program. It was said that some fea 
tures will be left undecided until the 
last minute.
